AN HUSK EXPLANATION. 

Mr. Redmond Says That Only "When the 
Crops Fall His Countiymen Indulge 
in the Luxury of Bread. 

London, Sept. 13. — Mr. John E. Jled- 
inond, the Paruellita leader, in an inter- 
view on the prospects of famine in Ire- 
land, is quoted as saying : " The failures 
of crops, especially the potato crops, 
means that a large section of the people 
of Ireland will shortly be on the verge 
of starvation. It is already reported 
that the inhabitants of many places in 
Connaught are eating bread, which in 
ordinary times is regarded as a luxury, 
and is not used except when potatoes are 
unobtainable. Agricultural experts have 
information to theeH'cet that the present 
harvest is the -worst since 1S7!>, which 
was the most distressing recoided during 
tho present generation. It is reported 
that the Duchess of York will shortly 
issue an appeal in behalf of the Irish 
who are threatened with famine, Bimilar 
to the appeal which the Princess of 
Wales made in behalf of the London 
poor at tiie time of tho preparations for 
the Queen's Jubilee celebration. 



LOUISE MICHEL. 

United States Authorities Do Not Like Her 
Approaching Visit, 

Paris, Sept. 13. — Louise Michel, the 
notorious French anarchist, iB going to 
tho United States in October. She will 
be accompanied by prominent English 
anarchists, and they will undertake a 
speech-making tour in America, for the 
purpose of advancing the anarchist 
propaganda. The state department at 
Washington has instructed all the mini- 
sters and consuls of the United States 
promptly to notify the home government 
of the departure of anarchists for tho 
United States, Doubts are expressed 
here as to whether Michel will be al- 
lowed to land.

THE GREAT STRIKE. 

Miners in the Wheeling Division Will Work 
To-moirow. 

Pittsburg, Sept. 13. — The miners at 
nearly all the mines along the Wheeling 
division of the B. & O. railroad met to- 
day and decided to go to work on Wed- 
nesday despite the ten days' clause 
adopted at Columbus. The Darr mine 
at WeBt Newton and the Jumbo on the 
Panhandle road resumed to-day. A 
general resumption in the district is ex- 
pected by Thursday, 

Hazelton, Sept. 13.— This ominous 
date stood out on the calendar with a 
conspicuous meaning when those who 
managed to steal away awoke thiB morn- 
ing, f.b all indications last night pointed 
to danger. That the authorities realized 
this aspect became apparent at an early 
hour this morning. Tho troops were so 
assigned as to cover territory where 
there was a prospect of action, however 
remote. During the entire night the 
streets in front and rear of brigade head- 
quarters and all the valley hotels were 
guarded by sentries, and no person per- 
mitted to enter the lines under any pre- 
text. 

The first official action of the day was 
tho closing of all liquor saloons until 4 
o'clock. This was done after a confer, 
ence between Mayor Altmiller and Gen 
Gobin. ThiB wbb done because the fun- 
erals of ten victims were fixed for this 
morning, and for fear of what might 
follow if the strikers had accesB to 
liquor when wrought up with grief. 
The strictest discipline prevailed at the 
camps of all the regiments. Gen. Gobin 
was very much displeased at some uni- 
formed men during yesterday's funeralB 
because some of the men carried heavy 
sabres. This will not be allowed again. 

All along the line of the funeral pro- 
cession and in front of the church where 
the services were held and at the under- 
taker establishments miners and their 
wives began to gatherearly. They came 
down from the mining suburbs and 
packed the capacity of the trolley care, 
while inside the edifice there was not an 
inch of space. 

DECREASED POPULATION. 

French Departments Seriously Trying to 
Correct the Trouble. 

Pakis, Sept, 11.— The shrinkage of 
births in France, which for some years 
past has been repeatedly brought to the 
public notice, is now attracting seriouB 
attention with a society Btyled the Al 
liance Nationale, which baa taken the 
question in hand and has induced thirty- 
eight departmental assemblies to adopt 
a resolution demanding that the govern- 
ment pass a law reducing taxation in 
proportion to the number of children in 
the ratepayer's family, and that this 
principal he applied to allfinancial laws. 
In addiaion, where the number of ser- 
vants exceeds the number of children 
the taxpayer is to be subjected to an ex- 
ceptional surtax, and all favors at the 
disposal of the state are to be reserved 
for the members of large families. 



SIT IN FEBRUARY. 



Dominion Parliament Will Not As- 
semble Till February Owing: to 
Absent Ministers. 



British Columbia Military District 
Will Not Be Amalgamated 
With Manitoba. 



Ottawa, Sept. 13. — (Special) — The 
Free Press says the session of parliament 
will not commence before the first week 
in February, and assigns the absence of 
several ministers as the cauBe for this. 
Messrs. Tarte and Fielding are going to 
England and Mr. Sifton to the Yukon. 

It is Btated at the Militia Department 
that there is no intention to amalgamate 
military districts 10 and 11 by attaching 
British Columbia to the Manitoba dis- 
trict, as stated by the Military Gazette. 

Hon. Clifford Sifton and Major Walah 
have postponed their departure for the 
Coast until the end of next week. This 
is in consequence of a telegram received 
to-day from Supt. Mcllree, dated Skag- 
way, September 2, stating that the trail 
is in a frightful condition and practically 
impossible to get through. Accordingljr 
Mr. Sifton will wait till the trails are 
frozen and use a dog train. If at all pos- 
sible he will go through to Dawson. 

Sergt. -Major Hogan.of theOttawacity 
police force, is to succeed Mr. O'Leary 
as inspector of Dominion police. 

THE PERMANENT CORPS. 

Moving Them Around for the Benefit of 
Practice. 

Ottawa, Sept. 13.— (Special) —The 
officers and sergeants of the permanent 
corpB are beinc changed round to and 
from Toronto, London, St. Johns and 
Fredericton. The company of Canadian 
infantry, which is training with the 
Royal Berkahires at Halifax for some 
weeks, return to Fredricton on Thurs- 
day.

Texas Declares a Rigid Quarantine Against 
New Orleans. 

Mobile, Ala., Sept. 13. — The hoard of 
health met to-day, and on adjournment 
Dr. George A. Ketchum, its president, 
authorized tho statement that one case 
of yellow fever had developed this morn- 
ing at the city hospital. 

Austin, Sept. 13. — The State health 
officer here, this morning, declared a 
rigid quarantine against New Orleans, 
and will positively forbid any persons 
comiutr in from that section. 

New Orleans, Sept. 13. — The ex- 
istence of Beven cases of yellow fever at 
New Orleans is officially announced. 
This morning every town of importance 
quarantined against New Orleana.

Chicago, Sept. 13.— Adolph Luetgert, 
thiB morning, appeared before Judge 
Tuthrill to begin the fourth week of his 
trial for wife murder. At 11:30 this 
morning juror John E. Fowler was taken 
suddenly ill, and wiib found to be suffer- 
ing from malaria and a fever. Later, 
Fowler's physician said he will not bo 
able to appear in court until Wednesday 
morning. As a result Judge Tuthrill 
adjourned court until Wednesday.

Some Surprises and Considerable 
Business at the Council's 
Regular Meeting. 



His Worship Will Not Allow the 
Unconstitutional Expenditure 
of Jloiiey. 



His Worahip the Mayor presided over 
the usual meeting of the board of alder- 
men last night, when the only absentee 
was Alderman Harrison. Outside the 
rail waa a larger attendance than has 
been recorded at any meeting held in the 
last three or four weeks, wtiile a specta- 
tor inside the rail expressed his opinion 
of the liveliness of the proceedings by 
promptly falling asleep and contributing 
a nasal accompaniment to a particularly 
uninteresting part of the eveniug'B busi- 
ness. 

After the reading and adoption of the 
minutes, a long communication was read 
from the Victoria Chemical Works, re- 
ferring to a letter received by them from 
the sanitary inspector, and also to the 
petition dealt with at the last meeting of 
the council. The company stated that 
the chief cause of complaint which ex- 
isted was the emission of nitric acid gna, 
and this had been remedied in a large 
measure by the new plant they had in- 
stalled. The improvement had been 
noticed and remarked upon, not only 
by Mr. Ohipchase, but also by 
Bome of the signers of the peti- 
tion, Referring to the request 
that they Bhould bo compelled to 
consume their smoke the company 
pointed out that this was not asked of 
other concerns in the city, even where 
the soft Nanaimo coal is used, and as 
they U8e only the anthracite, they 
claimed that they did not oll'end in any- 
thing like the same degree. The letter 
also called the council's attention to the 
fact that a large amount of money was 
paid by them in wages, the pay roll for 
the first six months of the year having 
exceeded $5,000. 

Aid. McCandlesB suggested that as the 
company were apparently doing all they 
could to mitigate the evil, the only 
course open would be to file the com- 
munication, unless there waa a desire to 
close them up altogether. 

His Worship assured the council that 
there never was any bucIi intention, and 
on his suggestion the letter was laid over 
until the report of the Sanitary Inspec- 
tor came up for consideration. 

Messrs. Erskine, Wall & Co. wrote 
complaining of the condition of the 
sewer in front of their premises, saying 
that the sewer gas arising therefrom was 
a menace to health and immediate action 
absolutely necessary unless the council 
wished an epidemic of typhoid. .His 
Worship explained that the state of 
things complained of arose from the fact 
that the Five Sisters' block, in which 
are about 25 w.c.'s, is not connected with 
the main eewer but with a box drain, 
and although the health officer has re- 
peatedly advised the owners that they 
must make the necessary connections 
they have delayed doing so. On this 
same subject Messrs. Drake, Jackson <i 
Helmcken wrote calling attention to a 
letter received from the sanitary inspec- 
tor and referring the council to two let- 
ters written by that officer in 1891, as a 
result of which their clients had expen- 
ded $722.50, which amount should, they 
claimed, be refunded to their clients if 
the present wish of the council in regard 
to sewerage be insisted upon. 

After some discussion, in which it was 
stated that the objection made by 
Messrs. Drake, Jackson & Helmcken was 
only intended to gain delay, it was de- 
cided to instruct the sanitary inspector 
to compel the owners of the property to 
make the necessary connectionp, the 
Mayor saying that if any claim existed 
against the city in consequence of the 
letters referred to as being sent in 1891, 
that could be dealt with later. The let- 
ter from Messrs, Erskine, Wall & Co. 
was ordered to be acknowledged, with

A Handful of Sikhs Hold the Fort 
for Hours Against Furious 
Attacks. 



One Brave Man Killed Twenty of 
the Foe Before He 
Fell. 




The Norwegian Bark " Alette " and 
Her Crew Meet Disaster Near 
Tateyama. 



Ten Out of Fifteen of Her Company 
Are Reported 
Drowned. 



Over near Tateyama at a point which 
is rounded by all ships running into 
Yokohama from gea, lie the remains of 
the Norwegian bark Alette, which left 
British Columbia with lumber in July 
last. This startling information, which 
came by cable yesterday, was supple- 
mented by the still more distressing re- 
port that ten out of a crew of fifteen had 
been drowned. But the meagre dispatch 
tella of nothing more, and leavea those 
who posBibly have friends aboard iu 
painful anxiety as to the further 
particulars of the disaster. Where 
the accident occurred ia marked on 
charts by many currents, and stands out 
exposed'to all the mischievous tidea for 
which that coast is reputed. The Alette 
waB in command of Oapt. Lorentzen, and 
her crew were signed in Robt. Ward iV. 
Co. 'a offices, Vancouver. The ship car- 
ried a full load of lumber from the 
Hastinga mill, and she was given de- 
apatch on the third day of the month. 
The following day she had put in at 
Port Angelee, and then she continued on 
her long sea voyage, which ended eo 
lamentably. That she had made a fairly 
rapid voyage seeniB evident, for the 
place where she came to grief was only a 
day'e run to port. 

Built at Alblasaerdam in 187!), the 
Allette cannot bedescribedas old. Being 
wooden, however, and having a regis- 
tered tonnage of 1,306, she might by con- 
sidered a heavier carrier than the ordi- 
nary run of her Stamp of vessel. Her 
owner is given in Lloyd as Aatiecelhabt. 

At the late hour at which the cable- 
gram waa received the Colonist was un- 
able to get the names of the crew from 
Vancouver. 



VITRIFIED BRICK. 

Its Use as a Paving Material. 



Simla, Sept. 13.— The insurgents this 
morning captured theSarharigarti police 
poat. Information from the front re- 
cdved this afternoon shows theAfridis 
are attacking the Samana forta in force. 
General Yeatman Biggs will relieve Fort 
Uulistan to-night, and the simultaneous 
advanceB of Generala Blood and Ellis 
against the Mohnianda will commence 
on Wednesday next. 

The Sagharti post waa attacked by a 
thousand Orakzais. A gallant defence 
was made by the garrison of 21 Sikhs, 
who for six and a half hour& sustained 
three furious attacks. In the third as- 
sault the Orakzais torced the door. The 
garrison left the walls to expel the in- 
vaders and the enemy waa able to esca- 
lade the fort with the ladder. Oue Sikh 
defended the guardroom, killing twenty 
of the foea. He was finally burnt alive 
at his post. The signaller kept up com- 
munication till the fort fell. 

Fort Lockhar and Fort Gulistan are 
still heavily besieged. The relieving 
force which has been sent forward con- 
sists of four guns and five squadrons. 
The Btartling news cornea from Fort 
Lockhart that the combined bodies of 
the Afrldia and Orakzaia number 47,000. 
They are now all collected near Khan 
valley and will advance on the fortifica- 
tions at Samana for attack. 

A reconnaisanco in force from .Tamrud 
to Alimuajile has Bhown the Khyber 
Pass entirely deserted. The Afridishave 
entirely withdrawn into the hills. 

At daybreak yesterday, following the 
repulse of the insurgents by Gen. Yeat- 
man Briggs, who attacked the rear 
while moving along Samana ridge to pre- 
vent U.io attack from Shahukkhel, the 
British commander dispatched a Bmall 
column to receive some stores. This 
body of troops found the enemy in force 
with eighteen standards, but the tribes- 
men did not venture to attack the 
column. The Afridis are reported to be 
attacking all the Samana posts. Gen. 
Ellis is concentrating his forces at Shabi- 
kir to-day, preliminary to making a final 
advance into the Mohmand country. 

TRADES AND LABOR. 

Dominion Council Opens in Hamilton— Presi- 
dent's Address. 

Hamilton, Sept. 13. — (Special) — The 
Dominion Trades and Labor Council 
meet to-dny. In his address, President 
Carey advocated the exclusion of the 
Chinese by law and the establishment of 
a federal employment bureau. He criti- 
cized the alien labor act aa not covering 
the ground, and as being retaliatory , and 
held it should apply to all outside of 
Canada. Referring to the miners' Btriko, 
he urged workers in Canada to help in 
the light. 

The report of the executive commit- 
tee stated that the alien labor act waa 
not what was wanted, the committee 
having asked for an alien labor contract 
act. The executive of the British Col- 
umbia council urged the pressing of 
anti-Chinese and Japanese legislation 
and making the poll tax $500 instead of 
$50.

Bristol-Eugene " Passengers Have 
Not Yet Obtained the Expected 
Settlement. 



Tlie Board of Trade Committee Re- 
port—An Adjournment Until 
Thursday. 



The Bristol-Eugene passengers, who 
in little crowds stood around the main 
streets all day yesterday, have not yet 
succeeded in their attempt to arrive at a 
settlement of their claims against the 
parties whom they allege are responsible 
for their present unfortunate position. 

It was hoped that Mr. Maguire, the 
president of the Portland- Alaska Trans- 
portation Co., would have arrived in the 
city yesterday, but he did not. The at- 
torney reprinting the company, Mr. 
Pyper, came from Seattle by the King- 
ston yesterday morning, and was in con- 
sultation with General Manager McFar- 
land the best part of the day. It is 
expected that Mr. Maguire will be in the 
city this morning. 

A well attended meeting of the board 
of trade was held yesterday afternoon to 
receive the report of the committee ap- 
pointed to discuss the matters at issue 
with the passengers, Mr. Davidge and 
Mr. McFarland. 

The secretary read the report, and in 
order to secure" a discussion of it Mr. W. 
Templetnan moved its adoption, which 
was seconded by Mr. Keid. The com- 
mittee, after dealing at length with the 
condition of affairs, stated that the pass- 
engers were willing to accept transpor- 
tation from Victoria to Glenora and 
money sufficient to carry them thence to 
Teslin Lake, in settlement of their 
claims. Also that Mr. McFarland, on 
behalf of the Portland company, was 
willing to transport the men and their 
goods from Wrangel to Cilenora 
and give them the sum of two 
thousand five hundred dollars as part 
payment of the cost of getting from that 
point to Lake Teslin. The report recom- 
mended that Messrs. Davidge should, on 
their part, undertake, to convey the pas- 
sengers from Victoria lo Wrangel, and 
contribute a sum similar in amount to 
that promised by the Portland Com- 
pany. 

Mr. Davidce having previously in- 
formed the committee that the sum of 
two thousand dollars, deposited with 
him by the Portland Company, had been 
earnisheed, the question was asked 
whether that would hold. 

The chairman, saying that he was not 
a lawyer and could not say, appealed to 
Mr. Gregory, who replied that as he was 
no judize he could not say either. 

Mr. Wilson, a member of the com- 
mittee, said that they had been actuated 
with a desire to come to an amicable 
settlement, and expressed himself aa 
being strongly of the opinion that after 
deducting all the expenses incurred 
every dollar of excess should be returned 
to the passengers. This called forth ap- 
plause, and continuing, Mr. Wilson said 
that if the passengers were willing to 
accept from Messi-8. Davidge a passage 
to Wrangel they were accepting much 
less than they were entitled to expect. 

Mr. Gregory asked whether it was 
understood that the Eugene or some 
other boat provided by the Portland 
company would be on hand to carry the 
men to Glenora. or whether the 
board of trade were expected to do that, 
and was reminded that the Portland 
company had promised to do that. 

It having been mentioned that the 
tenor of the report was to the effect that 
the disastrous result of the whole ex- 
pedition should be placed on the Bristol 
and its charterers, Mr. Wilson disclaim- 
ed any such intention on the part of the 
committee, stating that they had care- 
fully avoided any attempt to place the 
blame on anyone. 

Mr. Davidge being asked to give the 
meeting an expression of his opinion 
upon the suggestions contained in the re- 
port, that gentleman said he would not 
at present entertain the idea of convey- 
ing the passengers to Wrangel and giving 
them ^L'.OOO unless the Portland com- 
pany deposited the amount they pro- 
mised, with the committee for the bene- 
lit of the passengers. He complained 
that the Board had, as it were, consti- 
tuted itself into a committee to enquire 
into his business, and claimed that as- 
sertions which had been made in regard 
to his prolits which could not be based 
upon anything but surmise. 1 to had 
made a proposition to the committee 
which hail at first been considered by 
them reasonable, but since that was 
made nothing had been done except now 
to propose that he should bear the bur- 
dens of the Portland company. Toe 
contract bo had with that company 
required him to put on a boat 
to carry the passengers to St. 
Michael's, and that he had fulfilled, but 
the men wanted to come back, signed 
an agreement to release him from all 
claims if he would bring them back to 
Victoria, and that was done. He denied 
that there was any legitimate claim on 
him, but although, as would be shown 
when the accounts were gone into, there 
wasaeum of $2,000 belonging to him, 
he had voluntarily waived his claim to 
it ior the benefit of the passengers. 

Mr. Davidge complained that he had 
been treated to some very personal re- 
marks by members of the committee 
which he did not think should have been 
made, and concluding snid that if he 
were shown that the Portland company 
had deposited the $2,500 with the com- 
mittee and that the boat was there to 
convey the passengers from Wrangel to 
Glenora, then he would entertain the 
matter, but he was not going to under- 
take the burdens of the Portland com- 
panv. 

Mr. Gregory asked whether Mr, 
Davidge would be satisfied to accept the 
word of the Portland Co., would it mat- 
ter to him in nny way. Mr. Davidge re- 
plied that the oiler would have to be 
made in such a way as would satisfy 
him, the passengers had already signed 
an agreement which they now sought to 
repudiate, that in regard to their being 
brought back to Victoria, and after that 
their signatures could not be regarded as 
amounting to much. 

After some further remarks from some 
of the members, Mr. Davidge was again 
askeu to make some offer of compromise, 
and in reply said ho could not and 
should not be asked to say what ho 
would do until he knew what tho Port- 
laud Company would do. He added

that he learned that even the $2,000 he 
had waived his claim to wan now at- 
tached in Portland, by sou e supposed 
creditor of tho Transportation Company, 
and although he had asked Mr. McFar- 
land, he could not liud out who 
the plaintiff was. lie believed the name 
was Kahn, and he was informed that 
Kahn was an attorney, bat although 
Mr. McFarland knew nothing about it 
ami said liis company had no creditors 
there waa an attachment through the 
Bank of British Columbia. He did not 
know whether it would hold good, but if 
it did he could tell tho meeting the 
$2,000 he had waived his claim to would 
vanish. 

Mr. E. B. McFarland, in reply to what 
he claimed w 7 ere insinuations against 
his company, said that first of all, the 
$2,000 Air. Davidge claimed as his was 
absolutely unearned. It had beeu put 
up by the Transportation Co. to provide 
against certain contingencies, which 
were that if the Bristol exceeded fifteen 
days in making the trip to St. Michael's 
the company were to pay Mr. Davidge 
two hundred dollars a day lor 
every day beyond such fiftein 
days. That fifteen days was nt t 
exceeded and he could not Hie 
by what process of calculation Mr. Da- 
vidge claimed any right to the t wo thou- 
sand dollars. As to the Portland suit, 
Mr. McFarland Baid lie knew nothing 
about it, the company have no debts, 
and if there were any such suit he pre- 
sumed it was brought on behalf of some 
of the passengers. But in any case he 
did not think it amounted to anything. 
He again stated that the $2,000 claimed 
by Mr. Davidge was unearned, and on 
behalf of his company reiterated What 
he had said from the commencement, 
that the company will do what they say 
and take the passengers up from Wrangel 
at the proper time. He deprecated the 
use of personalities and expressed him- 
self as most anxious to make an amica- 
ble settlement. 

Mr. Gregory pointed out that the 
$2,000 was already assigned by the pas- 
sengers to Mr. Helmcken and himself, so 
that if the suit in Portland had been in- 
stituted on behalf of the passengers, too, 
it could Eafely be assumed that ttiey 
would get the money. 

The chairman reminded the meeting 
that they were met to try and arrive at 
an amicable settlement, but had, he was 
afraid, gone in a little too deeply. All 
they could do waa to suggest a certain 
course, and if the suggestion was not 
accepted they would lie compelled to 
leave the parties to light it out. 

Mr. Davidge said that he was not in a 
position to make any statement until Die 
accounts were all in. He had extra 
help working on them, and they would 
be produced in court on Thursday. 
When they were gone into they would 
show a debit balance againBt the Port- 
land Company. It was not a legal pro- 
position to ask him what he would do 
until the accounts were gone into and 
the Portland Company had said what 
they would do. 

After some further discussion, no 
arrangement being possible, it was 
decided between Mr. McFarland 
and Mr. Davidge that as Mr. Maguire 
would be in the city to-day, the accounts I 
between the Portland company and 
Messrs. Davidge A Co. shall begone into [ 
between them at 11 o'clock this morning, 
and as the case between the eighteen 
passengers who levied the attachment 
here and the company comes up for trial 
on Thursday morning at hall-past ten, 1 
the meeting adjourned until half-past 
two the same afternoon, the report of j 
the committee being held over for fur- 
ther consideration. 

Before the adjournment, Mr. William 
Templemen suggested aa the most likely 
way of arriving at a settlement that j 
three arbitrators should be appointed, 1 
MesBrs. Davidge to choose one, 
the passengers a second and those two 
to select a third ; but the suggestion was 
not acted upon. ! 

It being reported that Collector Milne 
had agreed to waive proceedings against 
the Eugene, and that the boat was there- 
fore free to come into Victoria, confirma- 
tion of the rumor was eought. Mr. 
Milne says, however, that he has at 
present no authority to waive the penalty 
incurred by tho Eugene, and the only 
foundation for the report is that Captain 
Geer has written the ICollector asking if 
he was Bubjeet to arrest here. He has 
been advised that no such liability to ar- 
reet exists and he will probably come 
over to Victoria to discuss matters witli 
the collector. 

Cantain Lewis has been discharged 
from'tho Eugene and Mr. Geer is now in 
command. Instructions have been wired 
the latter to do everything necessary to 
put the boat in condition to go to Wran- 
gel and Glenora immediately, and the 
Portland and Alaska Transportation Co. 
declare that their offer of $2,500 to be 
divided among the passengers and their 
transportation up the Stickeen will be 
adhered to. The result of tho suit to be 
heard on Thursday will bo awaited with 
much interest, as upon it seems to de- 
depend the final and speedy settlement 
of tho present regrettable conditions.

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THE SITUATION AT DAWSON. 

There is considerable anxiety here tind 
elsewhere over the situation at Dawson, 
and if the reportB that have come down 
are only half true, there ia good ground 
lor it. We have not felt called upon to 
make any appeal to the public in regard 
to it. The matter at presentseema rather 
to be one for commercial enterprise to 
grapple with. If it is beyond ordinary 
commercial remedy, then the duty of the 
Dominion government to take prompt 
action to provide relief is very clear. In 
view of the fact that there is a Mounted 
Police force on the ground, and that the 
Inspector is as closely in touch with the 
situation as any one can be and has no 
reason to misstate it one way or the 
other, we think the government may 
very properly wait until advised officially 
as to the likelihood of distress before 
taking action. It may be well to , men- 
tion that tho matter is not one with 
which the provincial government has 
anything to do. 

In the event of an official report from 
the Mounted Police that relief is neces- 
sary being received, or, in the absence of 
such a report, of the existence of equally 
unimpeachable testimony, the govern- 
ment would encounter no insur- 
mountable obstacle in getting in 
provisions if there is not too 
much delay. Any time during October 
it would appear to be possible from all 
accounts to get a pack train through to 
old Fort Selkirk by way of the Dalton 
trail, and from Selkirk supplies could be 
taken down to Dawson on the ice. It 
would of course be a tremendous under- 
taking to pack in from 500 to 1,000 tons 
of food from Chilkat to Fort Selkirk, and 
yet if the stories brought down by the 
the Cleveland are to be relied on, the 
shortage cannot be less than the first 
named amount and may be more than 
the last named. It Beeme, however, 
some what too soon to jump at any con- 
clusions, but one thing is very certain, 
namely, that if any mercantile concern 
can laud a few hundred tons of flour, 
hams, bacon and beans at Fort Selkirk in 
the course of the next Bix weeks, the 
transaction would prove highly profit- 
able. We suggest that some of our Vic- 
toria people take the matter up. It is 
said, on what seems to be good authority, 
that if a pack train leaves Chilkat about 
the last of the month it can get through 
to Fort Selkirk iu about 15 days. There 
are, by the way, a number of cattle and 
sheep on the way now. Probably 
some of them have already got 
in as far as the river. Oxen 
can be used for packing purposes 
and can be converted into beef after 
they get in, Ab between starvation and 
horse meat, we assume the Dawsonites 
would prefer the latter, so that the pack 
horses, if killed after frost, and properly 
packed away, might come into uood ser- 
vice for the replenishment of tho com- 
missariat. Everything points to a 
splendid prolit on a commercial venture, 
il it is not put off too long. 

Referring again to the duty of the 
Dominion government, we may mention 
that Hon. Mr. Sifton, in whose depart- 
ment such a subject will be, is to reach 
the coast shortly. By that time some 
word may be received from the Mounted 
1'olice, and if it is ol a character call- 
ing for government action, we have no 
doubt that Mr. Sifton will show himBelf 
equal to the emergency. Meanwhile 
there is no use iu giving credence to 
every eensational story. 



CANA DIAN WE A Til Eli. 

The New York Times grows very Bar 
castic over the climate of Canada, and 
says, that while the President of the 
Medical Association, in a late address, 
" made a line showing with his parallels 
of latitude, it was noticeable that he had 
nothing to say about isothermal lines." 
Then the New York paper goes on to 
talk about raising bananas in Labrador. 
If the President of the Medical Associa- 
tion did not speak of isothermal lines, it 
was not because he need have feared to 
do so. It is true that we do not grow 
bananas in Labrador, but it is also true 
that they are not grown in New York. 
It is likewise true that while New York 
harbor, in latitude 11° N., is frequently 
blocked with ice, the harbor of 
Port Essington, in British Columbia, 
fourteen degrees further north, and none 
of those to the south of it, ever are. It 
ia true that Colorado is a long way south 
of Peace river, but there iB less snow in 
the latter locality than in the former. 
P grows pretty cold in Klondylco, but in 
Aroostook, Maine, " the garden of New 



England," -lOdeg. below zero is not un- 
common, and GOdeg. below has been re- 
corded more than once. Isothermal HneB 
tell a flattering story for Canada when 
they demonstrate that wheat can 
be successfully grown 1,200 miles 
northwest of St. Paul, Minne- 
sota. Peoplo have frozen to death 
in the streets of New York, and a great 
statesman died from exposure to a bliz- 
zard in Union Square in that city. We 
have nothing worse than this to record 
of Fort Good Hope on the Arctic Circle. 
Erie canal is not clear of ice much Booner 
than is the Mackenzie river, though the 
latter flows into the Arctic ocean. With 
blizzard-swept Montana and the Duko- 
tas before it, the lees a United States 
paper talks about Canadian winter 
weather the better. We may not grow 
bananas in Labrador, but. we can grow 
almonds in DritiBh Columbia. The 
truth is that the New York paper's con- 
ception of Canada is ludicrously inade- 
quate; but this is not surprising. One 
of the members of the British Associa- 
tion said : " One must travel across Can- 
ada to get even a slight idea ot its mag- 
nitude, and when you cite my friend 
Dr. Dawson as authority for the state- 
ment that the hardier crops can be 
grown a thousand miles north of Vic- 
toria, and that the Klondyke is six hun- 
dred miles further north still, I am sim- 
ply amazed at the magnitude of your 
country." 

THE NEWS-ADVERTISER'S 

POSITION. 

The News-Advertiser wants the pro- 
vincial opposition to get together. As it 
accepted the issue prescribed by the 
Columbian, the redistribution of 1S90, 
so now it accepts the watchword sugges- 
ted by the Times, " A united opposi- 
tion." In this sign, it says: " We shall 
assuredly conquer." Our Vancouver 
morning contemporary discovers some 
reasons to believe that success is ready 
to perch upon the opposition banner, 
one of them being the result at the by- 
election in Chilli wack. As we recall the 
Chilliwack campaign, we do not remem- 
ber that the News-Advertiser contribu- 
ted particularly to the result there, 
unless the fact that it never said so much 
as a word against the government candi- 
date or in favor of the opposition candi- 
date during that campaign may be 
regnrded as such. One might have 
inferred from the attitude of the 
News-Advertiser on that occasion that it 
would not like to see the government de- 
feated, for it did not so much as say a 
word to contribute to such a defeat. At 
least such is our recollection. If we are 
wrong we will be glad to be bo informed. 

Some change has come over the spirit 
of the NewB-Advertieer'B dreams. From 
being almost absolutely silent on pro- 
vincial politics it has become violently 
aggressive. The members of the gov- 
ernment have become suddenly "un- 
scrupulous gamesters," who sought to 
raise " an unpatriotic and un-Provincial 
suggestion" of antagonism between the 
Island and the Mainland. The " sins of 
omission" of the government have be- 
come flagrant, and to them are added 
" blunders of commission, botches here, 
jobs there." Its measures have suddenly 
become "ill-conceived and poorly 
wrought out," and have been forced 
through the house with "a machine 
majority," If these things are true, iB 
it not an astounding thing that the 
News-Advertiser has just discovered it? 
Ii itnot anamazing thing thatduring tho 
1 >ng eesBion of the legislature held this 
year the News - Advertiser never 
pointed out a single sin of omission, a 
single blunder of commission, a single 
botch or a single' job? Is it not also a 
remarkable thing that the gentleman of 
whose viewB the News-Advertiser is the 
exponr-nt sat in his place in the legislature 
throughout the whole session with- 
out on a single occasion arraign- 
ing tho government for a sin of 
omission, a blunder ol commis- 
sion, a botch or a job? Does the News- 
Advertiser think people have no memor- 
ies? Does it forget how it and the gen- 
tleman whose views it expresses were 
attacked by the opposition presB in all 
parts of the province, how they were ac- 
cused of playing fast and loose with their 
party, how they were in so many words 
disowned by those wbo then believed 
they had the right to Bpeak for the oppo- 
sition? 

That the News-Advertieerhas the right 
to espouse the cause of the opposition no 
one will deny ; but that it has the right, 
in view of its record during the pastyear 
and that of Mr. Cotton during the last 
session of the legislature, to take the vio- 
lent tone it has Been fit to assume, wo 
most emphatically deny. Of what sin of 
omission did Mr. Cotton or his paper ac- 
cuse the government during the 
past twelvemonth? Of what blunder 
of commission did they, or either 
of them, complain? What botch did tho 
junior member from Vancouver or his 
organ lay bare ; what job did they ex- 
pose? Wo tell theNewB-Advertiser that 
in the face of what has been open, pub- 
lic and notorious in provincial politics 
during the new year, it ill-becomes it 
to assume its present tone in regard to 
the provincial administration. If these 
jobs, botches, blunders and sins exist 
now, surely some of them existed six 
months ago. If it is neceBsary now (or 
tho peoplo to rise and condemn the gov- 
ernment for such things, surely when 
the legislature was in session, and these 
matters could have been enquired into, 
it was tho duty of Mr. Cotton, either on 
the floor of the House or iu las paper, to 



havo ventilated thorn. II he is honest 
in his convictions now, was he honest 
in his silence then? We Bay that when 
a member of tho legislature, controlling 
n daily newspaper, site in his place the 
whole session throucli, contenting him- 
self with formulating a few harmless de- 
bating society resolutions, and though 
knowing of Bins of omission, blunders of 
commission, botches and jobs on thju 
part of tho government, does not either 
in his capacity of a representative, or 
in his more responsible position of 
a public journalist expose such wrongs, 
ho forgets all claim to public confidence, 
ho discredits everything which he or his 
paper may say on public questions, ho 
furnishes good ground us to suspicions as 
to the cauao of hiB apathy then and his 
aggressiveness now. 

There is one point in the article in the 
News-Advertiser now under considera- 
tion to which we shall return in a future 
article, namely, itB reference to tho gov- 
ernment's railway policy. At present 
we have only sought to show tho glaring 
inconsistency between its position now 
and that which it and Mr. Cotton took 
during the last session. AYe doubt if 
anything more barefaced can be found 
in political annals, "Unscrupulous 
gamesters," forsooth!

EIGHTEEN MONTHS IN JAIL. 

Mr. Justice Walkem Deals Leniently With 
a Fire-Bug. 

Ellen Burns, who was committed by 
Police Magistrate Macrae to stand her 
trial on the chargo of arson, having 
elected for a speedy trial was tried be 
forejudge Walkem yeBterday. 

Catherine Dickinson, the chief wit- 
ness, gave substantially the same evi- 
dence aa was adduced at the preliminary 
examination. On being cross-examined 
by Mr. Walls, who defended the prisoner, 
witness denied the truth of the sugges- 
tion that she had received kindnesses 
from the prisoner, and very unwillingly 
admitted that the disputo she had with 
her was owing to a gentleman friend who 
lives with witness having insisted upon 
the accused woman being denied admis- 
sion to the house. 

Stanley Baker and David Baker testi- 
fied to the suspicious actions of the ac- 
cused on the night of the fire, which 
occurred at 5G Discovery street, the 
house occupied by Mrs. Dickinson. 
George Marabout and Michael Golding 
gave evidence as to the diecovery of the 
fire and its being put ont by them. Chief 
Deasy swore that in his opinion coal oil 
had been uBed by some person for the 
purpose of setting fire to the house and 
also that if the flames had not been dis- 
covered when they were the lives of 
those who live in the cabins next door 
would have been in danger. 

Mr. Walls, for the defence, suggested 
that the prisoner went to the house for 
the purpose of drinking beer with Mrs. 
Dickinson, and, referring to the infant 
which prisoner was nursing in court, 
ridiculed the idea of her leaving it in her 
house alone while she went out to set 
lire to a neighbor's. 

His Lordship, in deciding the case, al- 
luded to the painful task which devolv- 
ed upon him, in view of the distressing 
fact that the prisoner had another life 
lepending upon her. Although he was 
bound to convict her on the evidence, it 
was a very unpleasant thing, and he 
wished there had bren any other course 
open to him than that of Bending her, 
with so young a child, to jail. Chief of 
Police Sheppard, in answer to his lord- 
ship, said the prisoner was a notorious 
character, and had only recently com- 
pleted a term of imprisonment for stab- 
bing the man who is alleged to be the 
father of the child prisoner had 
with her. 

A sentence of eighteen months' im- 
prisonment with hard labor was impos- 
ed, his lordship suggesting that prisoner 
be required to do the cooking, or some 
similar work, in the jail. 

Deputy Attorney-General Smith prose- 
cuted on behalf of the crown.

PROVINCIAL POLICE COURT. 

The Strouss Case Again Up for Trial. 

In the provincial police court yester- 
day, the case of Maurice Strouss, charg- 
ed with illegally attempting to export, 
deer-skins, came up before Magistrate 
Macrae, having been remitted for retrial 
by Mr. JtiBtice Walkem on an appeal by 
the crown. 

Mr. Geo. E. Powell appeared to prose- 
cute, and the defence was conducted by 
Mr. F. B. Gregory. As a preliminary, 
Mr. Gregory admitted that the skins 
produced in court were a portion of 
those seized by the provincial authorities 
and which the defendant had attempted 
to export, and also that they were a fair 
sample of the lot. 

The first witneBS, William Lindsay, 
taxidermist, of Pandora street, testified 
to having overhaul; d the skins, which 
were all in a raw condition. Frederick 
Norris, tanner, of Gorge road, corrobor- 
ated the evidence of the last witnesB in 
regard to the condition of the skins. 
Being presBed by counsel for the defence 
witness said that some preparation 
might have been used on the Bkins to 
protect them from being eaten by in- 
sects, but this would not preserve them. 

Mr. Powell, announcing that this evi- 
dence completed the caso on behalf of 
the crown, Mr. Gregory applied for an 
adjournment, which was granted, until 
Wednesday, at 2:30 p.m. An applica- 
tion, on behalf of the accused, for per- 
mission to remove the skins, which are 
at present in the possession of the pro- 
vincial police, was opposed by Mr. 
Powell, and linally ordered to stand over 
until the case comes up again on Wed- 
nesday.

"Quadra" Returns From Lauding- 
Jennings' Party at the Mouth 
of the River. 



Cant. Walbran Reports Information 
Highly Favorable to That 
Route. 



The Dominion government steamer 
Quadra arrived at Victoria yesterday, 
after conveying from Vancouver to 
Wrangel the survey party in charge of 
Mr. W. F. Jennings, C.E., employed by 
the Department of the Interior, who will 
make a thorough examination of this 
route to the district of the Yukon. 

Upon arrival at Wrangel on the 3rd 
instant, Mr. York's party, that went up 
by the Thistle, weie still there, the 
Stickeen river steamer Alaskan not 
having arrived from Glenora. Fearing 
that the steamer would not arrive at all, 
this party had repaired a large flat- 
bottomed boat that was in the harbor, 
with the intention of using it for the 
transportation of their goods up the 
river, but the welcome apnearance of 
the Alaskan, on the evening of the 
Quadra's arrival, put an end to the work, 
and the whole party, with their sawmill 
and steamboat machinery, etc., embark- 
ed on the 5th, the journey up the river 
to commence on the morning, flood tide, 
of the Oth. 

The government party left Wrangel on 
the evening of the 5th in the large boat 
previously mentioned, there not being 
room in the Alaskan for either the party 
or their storeB, all available berths hav- 
ing been long since engaged on that 
steamer. 

The tirst stage of the government 
party's journey to Glenora was made in 
tow of the Quadra's steam launch, which 
took them up the river to a convenient 
stopping place for the night. The time 
occupied ascending the river is expected 
to be about 14 dayB, but may be more, 
as Captain Tackaberry, of the Alaskan, 
reports the water low at present. The 
Alaskan will take about the same num- 
ber of days, as she ia bo deeply loaded 
that three or more portages will have to 
be made. 

Captain Walbran speaks highly of the 
courteous manner in which the Quadra 
and her party were received at Wrangel 
by the U. S. collector of customs, Mr. 
E. Hofstad, who did all in his power to 
facilitate the progress of the expedition. 
Mr. Yorke also made the same gratifying 
report to Captain Walbran about his 
party. 

From reliable information received at 
Wranirel, Captain Walbran ia of opinion 
that the route via the Stickeen river and 
Tesliu lake will eventually be the high- 
way to the Yukon gold fields. It is 
understood three good roads have been 
found between Glenora and the lake, no 
heavy grades and open country with 
plenty of herbage, the distance being 125 
miles. From Tealin lake the Hootaliu- 
qua river leading to the Yukon is a good 
navigable stream, much larger than the 
Stickeen, and this river joins the Yukon 
below the dangerous White Horse 
rapids, 

What is urgently required on the 
Stickeen are two suitable river steamers, 
not to draw more than 15 inches when

light and 20 inches loaded. With two 
powerful steamerB of this description on 
the river next sprinir, and a time-table 
upon which travellers could rely, a most 
lucrative business would most certainly 
be the result, as the present steamer 
Alaskan now on the river, besides draw- 
ing too much water is about worn out. 
The present rates from Wrangel to Glen- 
ora are ifSO per ton. There are several 
small parties of miners now at Wrangel 
wishful to get through, but cannot do so 
for want of transport up the river. The 
Indiaus at Wrangel, who have many of 
then come down the river, are very inde- 
pendent, having all the work they wish 
for. In this connection, Mr. C. Todd, 
the Indian agent at Metlabkatlib, in- 
formed Captain Walbran that the In- 
dians in his district, and who are expe- 
rienced Skeenu river men, are anxious 
to offer their services and canoea at 
reasonable rateB to any travellers wish- 
ful to travel to the Yukon via the Stick- 
een. Captain Walbran has no hesitation 
in saying that if the adventurous gold 
seekers now struggling in their thousands 
at the head of Lynn canal had gone in 
via the Stickeen Ihey would now have 
been well on to their destination, if not 
there. 

On the northward journey of the 
Quadra a kelp patch was noticed near 
Round island, Fort Rupert. This was 
examined on return, when an unchar- 
ted rock was found with leBB than Bix 
feet on it at low water and deep water 
around. Captain Walbran fixed itB 
position by sextant angles. The rock 
lies two cables from the northerly ex- 
treme of Round iBland and in a line 
with that point and the northerly point 
of Charlie islands. With the exception 
of three days, when more or less fog was 
encountered, the weather has been 
bright and tine. 

CARIBOO G0L0 FIELDS. 

Immense Amount of Work Accomplished 
This Year. 

The Cariboo Gold Fields, who own 
ground for one and three-quarter miles 
of the bed of Williams creek, have at 
present about one hundred men at work 
constructing a ditch, so that when com- 
pleted this company will have about four- 
teen miles of ditches with a capacity of 
'2,000 inches of water. The ditch ia nine 
feet wide at the top, four feet at the bottom 
and two and one-half deep, with a 
grade of 'J.'iO to the mile. The pipe line 
is cleared, surveyed and graded, and the 
laying of the pipe will commence shortly. 
The company have a good water supply, 
receiving water from Lightning, Ground 
Hog, Jack of Clubs and Williams creeks. 
The drain tunnel is in 2,700 feet and it is 
expected about 120 feet more will be 
driven be driven before it will strike the 
elevator Bhaft. The elevator shaft will be 
driven about 68 feet, at the foot of which 
bed-rock ia expected to bo struck. The 
shaft ia sunk at an angle of 30 degrees 
for the water pipe to go down to connect 
with the elevator shaft. At the elevator 
Bhaft a double compartment sluice is 
being constructed at a height of 20 feet 
above the present surface of the creek, 
and which will be 840 feet in length and 
will be finished in about a week. The 
double Bluice will be used for the double 
line of pipe for the use of the two ele- 
vators. The elevators will be Bet and 
everything will be in readiness for ac- 
tive work next spring. At a point below 
Ballarat point the company 'a ground is 
over a mile in width of the creek bed. 
The company have expended a large 
amount of money on this property, and 
it is confidently expected that the com- 
pany will pretty nearly pull even on one 
season's good work, and many of the old 
timers, who are well acquainted with the 
ground, say that it can be done. Mr. 
.lames Champion, a mining engineer of 
experience, has chargo of the work, and 
iu doing things very satisfactorily. 

Williams creek has produced millions, 
8B has often been published, and more 
gold taken out than on any other creek 
in the world.— B. C. Mining Journal.

SULPHUB CREEK NOW, 

Word of Another Rich Strike Comes from 
the Yukon. 

Seattle, Sept. 13.— The Sulphur creek 
branch of Dominion creek, a tributary 
to Indian river, is now the scene of the 
gold excitement in the Klondyke, for by 
accounts of the new district brought 
down by the schooner South Coast it 
seems that the new diggings rival even 
the famous Bonanza nnd F.^'orado.

3. The main waste pipe shall not be less 
than four inches in d iameter and sliall.il' 
inside the budding, be of extra heavy cast 
iron witli linings to correspond; all branch 
waste pipes from washing tubs or other re- 
ceptacles shall not be less than two inches 
in diameter; every such main waste pipe 
shall finish above the main roof of the 
building as a ventilating pipe and shall he 
carried to a height above all surrounding 
openings and windows.

co 1 structed lead grease trap may be used, 
of at least Y2 inches diameter, with a -1-inch 
removal screw cap and properly ventilated 
above roof. 

0. All buildings used as wash-houses or 
laundries shall be litted, in addition to the 
a'Jove-mentioned pines, with proper venti- 
lating pipes or shafts of galvanized iron, 2-1 
gauge, of the size of at least 12 inches in 
diameter, which shall be curried above the 
main roof. The opening of such pipe or 
shaft shall be at least 10 feet nbove any 
opening or window in the said building, or 
in any adjoining building within 50 feet 
of such pipe or shaft so that all steam or 
odours may have free access to the air 
withoutcnusing a nuisance to the neighbor- 
hood. 

7. Kvery nib or other washing receptacle 
shall be furnished with a hood which shall 
be placed over and be of sufficient size to 
envelop the same, and shall be connected 
with the main pipe or shaft by a pipe of 
sufficient capacity to catch and convey 
away all steam or odours arising from such 
tubs or washing receptacles. 

8. No wooden or other structure or erec- 
tion shall be erected or constructed on the 
outside of any building used as a wash- 
house or laundry, or on any portion of any 
lot or piece of ground used or occupied in 
con iicet ii ui with any wash -h 011 so or laundry 
in any part of the Municipality, within -10 
feet of any street or highway, for the pur- 
pose of, or that may be used for, the wash- 
ing, drying or airing in the open air of any 
clothes, linens or other materials of a like 
nature, 

9. Every wooden or other structure or 
erection now erected or constructed, or in 
course ol erection or construction, on the 
outside of any building, or on any lot or 
piece of ground in any part ol' the Munici- 
pality, within lu feet of any street or high- 
way, for the purpose of, or thai may lie 
used for, the washing, drying or airing in 
the open air of any clothes, linen, or other 
materials of the like nature, shall he forth- 
with pulled down and removed bythe own- 
er, lessee or occupier, and in the event of 
the owner, lessee or occupier refusing or 
neglecting to pull down and remove such 
wooden or other structure or predion, the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria may 
cause such wooden or other structure or 
erection to hi' pulled down and removed at 
theexpense of the owner, lessee or occupier 
bo refusing'or neglecting to pulldown the 
same, and may recover theexpense thereof, 
with costs, in like manner as municipal 
taxes.

SATS UFA'S RIDE. 



Sutsuron Hokusai was a cnlonel in 
(lie army of his imperial majesty of 
.7apmi, llo steed S fee t nothing, his 
complexion was, comparatively speak- 
ing., muddy and his cut mi s declared 
that his figure — in European clothes — 
somehow suggested u ready made suit 
at 2iia lid. complete. This, however, 
mi it ly shoved tho ill nature of the su- 
perficial mind, for Colonel Hokusni, 
though Email and plain, had in him far 
liner qualities than met tho eye. His 
brain and hand -were uimblo exceed- 
ingly, he was warm hearted nnd penile, 
quick and nib tie of insight, a person of 
resource, courago and swift ability. 
Above all, iiis courtesy was singular 
even for a Japanese. 

He was military attache to tho Jap- 
anese, embassy at Berlin. Time was 
wh< n military attaches of most coun- 
tries were greater fouls even than they 
looked. We have, changed till that, how- 
ever, and replnced the old time orna- 
mental type of military indolence by 
the alert amf expert watcher. Japan has 
imitated us iu this ns in other things, 
and in Colonel Hoku.sai had a carefully 
trained officer, particularly fitted to 
keep an eye on German army develop- 
ments. 

lie kept his eye, too — that dark, deep, 
liquid, smiling eye of bis — on other 
things as well. He observed German 
society with a thoroughness that had 
in ado the fortune of a special corre- 
spond! nt and with a pleasure so child- 
like and (apparently) so experienced as 
to (ill blase Berliuers with envy and 
surprise. German officers and cosmopol- 
itan diplomatists were apt, about the 
hour of Christian breakfast, tube bleary 
aud dull headed, whereas Hokusai 
mover! as [movant, blithe and blandly 
brisk as if he had gone to bed and risi u 
with the sun. Xn amount of dissipation 
evi r eclipsed his gayety — save once. 

And his manners were as charming tig 
his gayety — full of unexpected grace — 
a Fpontaneous lightness and brightness 
that contrasted vividly with the heavy 
cuirassed style of the military folk in 
whose society he, perforce, chiefly 
moved. His gracious ease, his winning 
gentleness and his smiling wit touched 
his small stature aud his nol too comely 
lace with a piquant, ph usanl novelty 
that made him a general favorite, es- 
pecially with the fair sex. In fact, he 
soon became the rage, a situation which 
he accepted with fortitude and enjoyed 
with zest. 

Now, in those days there was yet 
alive a famous general — a grim Prussian 
giant, with a beard, a. burly body, a 
gimlet eye and very little to say. And 
the gem ral had a nie:ee anil the niece a 
brother. He was a subaltern in a dis- 
tinguished cavalry corps — a dapper lit- 
tlo lieutenant, with a small, downy, 
mouse colored mustache, whose ends 
pricked upward in sudden and wholly 
artificial sharpness. His cheeks were 
pink, his eyes small and gray and he 
blinded one of them with an eyeglass. 
His eyebrows, at an angle of some 130 
degrees, pointed tho way to tho parting 
of Ins hair, which was mathematically 
central and straight, the close cut crop 
on either side spiting up like a "cbe- 
val do friso." In short, ho bristled, 
aud tho diagram of his figure was a 
geometrical expression of his race and 
time — of the preposterous German mili- 
tury stillness and tho modern adoration 
of tho low comedian. It was evi a as- 
serted that a shaggy caricaturist on the 
staff of Fliegoude Blatter made a riot- 
ous living by projecting a satiric pro- 
si ntuient of him every week into a pen 
and ink drawing. 

Such a person is bound to have at 
■oast one great failing. As a fact, Lieu- 
tenant Ludwig von BJumcnschon hud 
thout a hundred, and the head and front, 
d all was tho vice of patronage Pcrson- 
tllyhewas of the very smallest account, 
nit as the nephew of the famous gen- 
ial aforesaid and the accidental head 
of the leading branch of his family ho 
o lt it his bounden duty to patron i/.n all 
newcomers of brains, money, position. 
Failing these qualifications, even the 
stigmata of more notoriousness sufficed 
to feed his weakness. When a certain 
.nirgeon, waxed miraculous in connection 
witfa tho demise of an imperial poten- 
tate, our little lieutenant appointed 
himself herald of his social advent. Tho 
same thing happened in the case of u 
celebrated African explorer, tho lieu- 
tenant rushing per special train to 
Hamburg in order In catoh his lion even 
before it disembarked. Tho same thing 
happened — hut it was always happen- 
ing. Von Blumenschon'e "jsose" for 
lions was altogether unitiue, aud his 
efforts to catch, keep, lead aud publicly 
perform with them afforded the world 
infinite amusement, especially when he 
"put his foot in It,' ' as lie did in the 
case of a mnguifioent specimen of tho 
adventunr lieu, who was actually w- 



rs-rcd at dinner in tho 'family mansion 
on a charge of robbing a bank. 

To be fair, though, little blunders of 
that sort were few, aud for u year or 
two nothing more serious hud occurred 
than the exploiting of a certain low 
comedian, tho cynosure of ;ui English 
traveling company. Not much had this 
comedian to recommend him to tba 
thoughtful, but his evening clothes were 
irreproachable, he spoko a little Ger- 
man, and — lie could put his tongue out 
upside down. That won the lieutenant, 
fyho "boomed" the tongue twister for a 
fcrl night and parted from him with 
something more akin to regret than ho 
had yet experienced. Perhaps — but 
wait. 

When Colonel Hokusai arrived at tho 
embassy, tho little lieutenant was "hot 
and instant in pursuit," bustling round 
him with a hundred courtesies and 
"patronizing" him with such fussy 
and dapper gootl humor that the auto- 
matic welcome of tlie war office 
seemed, by contrast, almost glacial. 
Result — in less thau eight hours Blu- 
meuschon had the grateful Hokusai 
in leading strings. In a week ho had 
secured him honorary membership 
of his mess and specially elected to 
the best military and social clubs. He 
engineered a multitude of invitations to 
the salons of the highest and richest in 
the land, and with a rapidity that 
shames my pen Hokusai w as sporting 
delectably in the glittering whirl of 
high society, while Blumensehon rev- 
eled in glory as tho friend, patron, 
trainer and keeper of tho lion of the 
hour. 

Now, Von Blumensehon perforce 
lived mainly in barracks. An orphan, 
his ancestral town mansion was presid- 
ed over by an antique but active nnd in- 
telligent aunt, who chaperoned his sis- 
ter and played hostess whenever, as not 
infrequently happened, tho littlo lieu- 
tenant was minded to bo hospitable, for 
the Von Blumenschons were rich and 
their mansion splendid with art and 
furniture, gathered with judgment and 
unstinted purso for nearly two cen- 
turii s. 'Twas his habit to feed liiH lions 
hue in princely style, and very early 
in their acquaintance tho colonel en- 
joyed the incomparable wines, tho per- 
fect cuisine and the superb appointments 
for which the house was and is famous. 
And here he met the lieutenant's sister, 
Adeline von Blumensehon. 

Adeline was divinely tall and most 
divinely dark, with a bloomed and rich 
torn cl skin that veiled the roses of her 
cheeks, yet did not t.irken the ivory of 
her hands nor slain the purity of her 
arms and bust. Her mouth was tlie true 
Cupid's bow, ripe and rich. Her splen- 
did brown eyes could glitter with mis- 
chief or dream in almost oriental lan- 
guor, and her black brown hair seemed, 
in certain lights, to smolder with a 
dusky passionate undcrglow of red. 
Shu was the reigning belle of Berlin, 
and her conquest of Hokusai was in- 
stant and complete. 

Partly at her brother's instigation, 
but mainly to gratify her own caprice, 
she, on the occasion of her first recep- 
tion of Hokusai, had arrayed herself in 
a charming adaptation of his national 
costumi — not the real thing precisely, 
but Japanesque enough to bo a pretty 
and gracious compliment. 

Hok Usui's homage "was profound. A 
very particular lady friend of Adeline's 
watched this interesting meeting and 
was surprised tfi observe, that the dear 
fraulein almost faltered and positively 
blushed, and that, after the courtesy of 
exceptional depth and significance her 
fan played nervously, and her eyelids 
drooped in a manner far too emotional 
for coquetry. And this same lady friend 
behi hi Hokusai's face radiant with a 
spiritual caress such as she had never 
before seen on living countenance, and 
that soft flame in his glance — was it not 
tho light that should burn in the eyes 
of the ideal lover when looking into 
those of the ideal loved one? She had 
witnessed tho miracle id' love at sight 
and on both sides. 

From thai moment their passion 
grew. What Adeline saw in Hoku.sai 
the world never could see. The world 
never can see t beso things. ( lall it, mag- 
netism, madness, what you will. She 
loved him as deeply as hi' loved her. 
Soon, vi ry soon, people saw and won- 
dered and whispered and said it was 
disgraceful. 

Then tin' active and intelligent aunt 
"spoke" to Adeline, after the immemo- 
rial maimi r of aunts to erring nieces, 
and Adeline's eyes gleamed with that 
piruliar mischief light of hers. 

Then Lieuti uant Ludwig von Blu- 
mensehon remonstrated with her and 
got unmercifully mocked at for his 
pains and told (in effect J to mind his 
own business. The fraulein determined 
to light. 

Then the active and intelligent aunt 
went to the distinguished unch — Ihe 
general aforesaid — and told her anxious 
(ale, unto which the grim old warrior 
listened with a very straight face, till a 
liucer twinkle lit his bloodshot eyes, 
and he grunted out thai he saw no rea- 
son to interfere — at present. Whereupon 
the aunt informed him with asperity 
that he was a fool, and he, growling 
"Very likely," left her to meditate in 
solitude. 

Then the aunt informed Ludwig of 
his uncle's folly, and Ludwig, cocksure 
ns usual, said, "Leave it to me," which 
in her impotence and bewilderment sin} 
did. And Lieutenant Ludwig von Blu- 
menschon shut himself up in his quar- 
ters to plot the good riddaucoof Colonel 
Satsumu Hokusai. 

The plotting did not come to much. 
Danger faced him at all points. Should 
ho consult the emperor? He thought ho 
could "gel," the emperor to "do some- 
thing"— demand, "par example," tho 
Ugly littlo Japanese monkey's recall. 
No. It might precipitate, not prevent, a 
catastrophe. Should he speak his mind 
to Ihe little beast? No, and again no, 
for the same reason. And so on without 
result, save one — worry. 

He lit a cigar. It was too strong and 
made him swim with dreadful sensa- 
tions. He tossed it away aud tried (o 
think and failed, and thou, in a state 
bordeiiue upon dosnuir, he dashed down 



to the barrack square with a face more 
like that of a large depositor in a sus- 
pended bank than tho lineaments of tho 
conceited subaltern he was. 

Loud laughti r rang from tho brilliant- 
ly lighted messroom across the square.' 
It annoyed him. Presently the coal 
night air soothed and sobered him, and, 
walking up and down, up and down, up 
and down, he tried again and failed to 
invent a plot. Like your up to date 
iovelists, ho was not good at plots. An- 
other roar of laughter mingled with 
cheers. This was too much, and he 
crossed and entered the sceno of merri- 
ment. . 

His eyes first fell upon Hokusai'."' Tho 
colonel was gesturing with (for him) 
excited elegauco and speaking with 
quite unusual heat. His audience was 
skeptical, scoffing, hilarious. In Eng- 
land their conduct might oven have 
been considered rude. Telling a servant 
to bring champagne, Von Blumensehon 
put up his eyeglass and asked, with his 
superior air, "What is tho joke?" It 
was explained that a discussion had 
arisen on tho famous (or infamous) 
"long distance" rides. Hokusai had de- 
nounced the competition as cruel, un- 
sportsmanlike and, from tho military 
(which is or ought to bo tho practical) 
view, worthless. A hot argument ended 
in an impassioned but clear and pointed 
harangue from tho Jap, whoso perora- 
tion was received with noisy and ironic 
applause. 

In the midst of tho hubbub Blumen- 
sehon 's chnmpagno arrived. Pouring 
out a tumblerful and handing it to 
Hokusai, he said with a pleasuut smile 
(for as yet he dissembled), "After that 
you need a refresher. " 

Hokusai laughed and with his pecu- 
liar courtliness accepted tho wine, 
which he drank with gusto. Blumen- 
sehon, to steady his nerves, swallowed 
a tumblerful at a draught and refilled 
Hokusai's glass and his own. 

As he. poured out tho beading liquor 
Blumensehon suddenly conceived an 
idea.

Champagne and discussion were 
so adroitly mixed that Hokusai, though 
by no means "mixed" himself, was 
stimulated to a quite needless faith in 
the rectitude of things and was led on 
and on till ho accepted Blumensehon's 
bet of 2,000 thalers that he could not 
ride from Berlin to Shanghai and back 
again, w hich being duly recorded, the 
world for Blumensehon was young once 
more, notwithstanding that a sneering 
major warned him that he had mis- 
taken the Jap's quality and underrated 
his ability and endurance.

Comfortless went ho to tho club, and 
the men there tittered or stared or 
laughed outright. What! Was it known? 
Oh, yes I Tho evening papers knew all 
about it and printed in largo type:

LORD LISTER HERE. 



The First fiTnn Raised to the Peerage for 
Distinguished Medical Service's.

No sooner have Victorians been called 
upon lo speed the parting guests, mem- 
bers of tho British Association for the 
advancement of science, than tho plea- 
sant task of welcoming the visiting 
members of another world-renowned 
scientific body, tho British Medical [As- 
sociation, devolves upon them. 

Lord Lister, accompanied by his 
brother, Mr. Arthur Lister, and two 
daughters arrived last evening on the 
Charmer and are staying at the Dallaa 
hotel. Dr. and Mrs. Munro, of LJin- 
burg, and Dr. and Mrs. J. W. Aehworth 
are aleo included in the rmrty. 

Lord Lister is the first man of the 
medical profession who baa been raised 
to the peerage for hie distinguished ser- 
vices. He waa born in 1827, at Upton, 
Eaeex, and graduated aa M.B. at the 
University of London in 1852. He is a 
surgeon extraordinary to the Queen. 
The chief work of his life haa been 
his researches in the application of 
antiseptic treatment in surgery, the 
" Listerian " method. It was for this 
that he won tbefiret prizoof tho Academy 
of Paris. 

Yesterday tho distinguished party 
were entertained by the local members 
of the medical profession, Dr. Davie and 
Dr. John Duncan having been appointed 
a committee at the recent meeting of the 
medical board to arrange the details o£ 
the entertainment to bo provided. 

In the morning Hon. Dr. Helmeken 
and Drs. Davie, Milne, Crompton and 
Duncan escorted the visitors to Cadboro 
Bay, luncheon being partaken of at the 
Mount Baker hotel en route. Thence 
carriages proceeded to the Koyal Jubilee 
hospital, where President Alexander 
Wilson and members of the hos- 
pital board received the party 
and conducted them through the 
different wards. On the return to the 
city the government buildings and pro- 
vincial museum were visited, which con- 
cluded the day'B outing. "* 1 ~ 

To-day's arrangements include a trip 
beyond Kace Rocks in Captain Dan Mc- 
Intoshe's launch, which will afford ex- 
cellent glimpses of the Pacific. The 
party will lunch at Glengarry Farm, the 
property of Dr. John Duncan, at Met- 
ehofin. 

To-morrow'a programme has not yet 
been arranged, but will be matured dur- 
ing to-day.

Stone, of Tacoma, is in Ashcroft 
awaiting the arrival of his party, about 
the 20th of this month. The party of 
eix men, with thirty-five horses and 
three tons of food, will leave Ashcroft, 
where they will outfit for the I'eace 
River country, via Quesnelle. Mr. Stowe 
has given the matter of routes careful 
study, and says that the Asbcroft- 
Quesnelle route is vastly superior to any 
other route available to reach Klondike. 
His party expect to winter in the Peace 
River valley, and will prospect that sec- 
tion next season. Tho party may go 
farther, but expect to find mineB that 
will satiety them in British Columbia, 
along the belt from famous Cariboo to 
Caesiar.— 1!.C. Mining Journal. 

KAMLOOPS. 

Robt. Buchanan is down from a pro- 
specting tiip up the North river. He 
brings with him v. quantity of samples 
of remarkably rich silver-lead ore, aa 
fine looking rock as lias ever been pro-, 
duced in the Slocan. The ledge is of 
considerable width, with a paystreak 
averaging twelve inches. Just now 
silver-lead propositions are not in great 
demand, but the existence of rich argen- 
tiferous depositB up tho North river will, 
in com ec of time, attract capital. The 
Btrike was made about one hundred 
miles up. and within a mile of the river. 
With lend at if-90 a ton and silver on the 
increase, the prospects for silver- lead 
mining are improving. Tho time may 
not be far distant when campe as pro- 
sperous as any in the Slocan will be 
located on North river.— Sentinel.

The Plan to Relieve Spi-insr Ridge 
Causes Congestion at the North 
Ward School. 



An Additional Teacher Will Be Em- 
ployed to Divide Work in 
the Lower Class. 



Crowded school was the cause of the 
special meeting of the trustee board held 
yesterday afternoon. It seems that the 
scheme of the redistribution of seats at 
the Spring Ridge Ward school has not 
proved altogether satisfactory in its re- 
sults, aB more pressure has now been 
caused in some of the lower classes 
the North Ward school, and it was to 
take action in a letter from Principal 
McNeil calling attention to the subj.-ct 
that the board meeting was held. How 
ever, in thorough appreciation of the 
possibilities of a moie or leas depleted 
treasury, the principal stated that if ad- 
ditional help could not be supplied "they 
would manage to worry along as they 
were." As a preliminary reconnaisance 
the secretary read the following brief 
outline of the comings and goings of the 
moneys appertaining to the business of 
the city schools : 

EXTRAORDINARY EXPENDITURE. 

Teachers' salaries estimate $38,490 

Expended, eight months 23,101 

balance % 15,:iL'!i 

Four months appropriated, at $3,074. 12,290 

Balance $ 3,033 

ORDINARY EXPENDITURE. 

Kstimate $10,100 00 

Expended 5,'J73 

Balance % 5,126 23 

This raised some discussion as what 
would happen if the board Bhowed a 
credit balance at the end of the year, 
and the concensus of opinion was that, 
lika the boy who was asked for the core 
of his apple by a tooth-watered compan 
ion — " there ain't going to he no core." 

The letter from A. B. McNeil was then 
read, showing that certain of the classes 
at North Ward school were greatly over- 
crowded, and recommending the ap 
pointment of an additional teacher; at 
present one class was composed of no less 
than 70 pupils. 

It was proposed to appoint an addi- 
tional teacher or a monitor, and Mr 
Eaton explained Jhat the overcrowding 
in some of the rooms had been increased 
by the re-arranging of the classes of the 
Spring Ridge school. The appointment 
of a monitor on a merely nominal salary 
was thought to be the most economical 
way, provided a suitable teacher 
could be obtained. There was scarcely 
sufficient pressure to warrant the ex- 
penee of a thoroughly trained teacher 
and by supervision of the other members 
of the stair a monitor would answer for 
the present. 

On the suggestion that the pressure 
was only temporary, Trustee Belyea 
pointed out that the increase in the en 
rollment was uniformly greater each 
term, and for his part he was in favor of 
appointing a competent teacher imme 
diately. " We all know what it means 
if a temporary appointment is made," 
remarked that gentleman. 

Trustee McMicking proposed that a 
pupil teacher take charge of the new 
class for the present and applications be 
called to fill the vacancy ; but aB this 
waB only postponing the matter, Trustee 
Belyea moved that an additional teacher 
be appointed forthwith at a Balary not 
less than -*50 per month. This found a 
seconder in Trustee Hall and was car- 
ried. 

While the secretary was referring to 
liia list of applicants, Trustee Belyea 
brought up the old old complaint of 
"new books and none but Gage'j." He 
had had at least a score of complaints 
made to him as to the number and cost 
for text bookB. One man had come to 
him to-day, Btating that his children 
had lately been moved from one school 
to another, but in the same grade, and 
the new teacher had insisted on buying 
new books. This was a perfect absurd- 
ity and great waste. The trouble is that 
the selection of the department was not 
restricted to one series. 

Mr. Eaton stated that one of his first 
enquiries was as to whether the teachers 
of the same grade were using the same 
books, and he had found that they were 
uniform as far as lie could find out, It 
was very important to have uniformity. 

Trustee Yates suggested that the 
superintendent make an examination 
into the matter and report. In reply to 
this Mr. Eaton sa.d that he had already 
made arrangements for a teacheia' meet- 
ing to tike up this very subject, and in 
the course of a few days he would bo in 
a position to report fully on the matter. 

After going over a lengthy list of 
names of applicants for positions on the 
teaching stall' in this city, it was thought 
advisable to postpone the matter of a 
selection for a week or two. "The board 
has no more important duty than the 
appointment of teachers," remarked 
Trustee Belyea, " and there is no need 
to hurry the mutter for a week, and in 
the meantime the crowded classes can 
be arranged for that short interval." 

Superintendent Eaton had anticipated 
the change, and all arrangements as to 
seating wore complete for any change 
the board might make, and 110 time 
would be lost, as a new teacher could

A NOTABLE ANNIVERSARY. 

Rev. Father Fay Celebrates the Silver 
) Jubilee of His Priesthood. 

A day or two ago at Port Angeles was 
celebrated the silver jubilee of one of the 
best known and most important person 
ages connected with the religious his- 
tory of the North Pacific Coast— the Rev. 
Father Fay. 

Twenty-five years ago in a tiny Cath- 
olic church in Scotland, Father Fay took 
that important step which has been bo 
fruitful of good in this far-awuy corner of 
the world. It was in Scotland, his native 
country, that the reverend father had 
commenced his studies, going from there 
to Belgium, and afterwards to Spain. 

The hardships of his preparatory life 
were continuous. For example, the 
class were required to kneel during 
prayers thirty minutes at a time on 
sharp and uneven fiocr paved with 
stones. Their coucheB were as hard as 
the church floor — a little cell with a pal- 
let of hard wood or perhaps of Btone 
Even on the day of his ordination, the 
houss being so full of bishops and 
priests attending for the ceremony that 
economy of Bpace was imperative, the 
young priest waB forced to content him- 
self with a sofa in the parlor. 

Father Fay's first work connected with 
thiB coaBt was at the commencement of 
C. P. R. construction, where drinking, 
gambling and kindred vicee called for his 
constant and energetic antagonism 
Strikes, too, were frequent, and more 
than once the good Father took his life 
practically in his hands in order to pre 
vent collision between the contractors 
and the men, and see the work of con 
struction goon. Innumerable anecdotes 
might be related of the important part 
played by the modest priest in the up- 
building of the great national highway 

In the earliest days of Vancouver— 
when there was, indeed, no sign of a fu- 
ture city at tho Inlet and the place was 
only locally known, and then as Gran- 
ville, Father Fay came there and eBtab 
lished the first Roman Catholic church 
in that vicinity— carrying it, nourishing 
it and supporting it during the great 
trials of tne early days. As an example 
of his self-denial and devotion to the 
duty of his life it is related that on one 
occasion his congregation insisted upon 
his applying to his bishop for a two 
weeks' rest, he having labored incessant 
ly for their good until his health was 
giving way under the Btrain. He accept 
ed the vacation, and at the end of the 
fortnight returned, declaring himself 
greatly benefited by the change. It was 
afterwards that the congregation dis 
covered that he had employed his vaca- 
tion In nursing Bmallpox patients who, 
at that time, held possession of Dead 
man's island. 

As a musician, Rev. Father Fay holds 
a very high place. He comes of a dc 
cidedly musical family, and his brother 
—who visited this province only a few 
years ago — is recognized as one of the 
most brilliant of the violin virtuosos 
now travelling. Father Fay might also 
be called the father of music in the 
Terminal City, as it was he who first 
labored indefatigibly for the introduc- 
tion of good music at that place, and 
was the originator of the first musical 
society concerts. 

In the celebration of his silver jubilee 
services at the parish churcli in Port 
Angeles, the venerable father was assisted 
by members of St. Andrew's cathedral 
choir from this city, Mrs. Walsh Windle 
and Mr. F. Victor Austin. After the 
evening service, a reception was tendered 
Father Fay and the visitors from Vic- 
toria at the home of Major Corrigan. 
Music, speeches and conversation made 
up a delightful evening, during which a 
joke developed that the friends of Mr. 
Austin will not let him forget for weeks 
to come. The hosts of the evening had 
been particularly desirous of doing 
honor to the well known violinist and 
composer. They had accordingly invited 
to the reception a company of ladies and 
gentlemen whom they believed would be 
of tho same age as the composer. He 
was somewhat surprised to find no 
young people in the party — so much so 
that he inquired the reason for their ab- 
sence. Great was his amusement when

LEPROSY CONGRESS. 

A Honolulu Physician on His Way 
Berlin Arrives on the Warriraoo. 

Among the passengers who arrived 
here on the Canadian-Australian ateamer 
Warrimoo on Saturday morning, and 
who proceeded from here to Vancouver 
on the same steamer, was Dr. L. V, Al 
varez, who is being sent by the Hawaii 
an government to attend the leprosy 
congress to be held in Berlin, Germany, 
on October 11 of this year. Dr. Alvarez 
will go from Vancouver to New York, 
England, and then Germany. In speak 
ing of his trip, Dr. Alvarez says: 

"This will be the first leprosy congress 
ever held, and to Germany belongs the 
credit of having issued the call. 

" There will be present one or more 
delegates from nearly every country in 
the world, so you can readily see there 
will be a large number of people present 
Beginning on the 11th of October, the 
meetings will last one week. No papers 
whatever will be read, but will all be 
printed in three languages — French, 
German and English— and distributed 
to the delegates before the first coming 
together of the congress. This method 
I consider very good, as we will be able 
to take these home with ub and peruse 
them at our leisure. The whole of the 
time at the meetings will be devoted to 
discussion. Much more work will be 
accomplished in this way. Among the 
people present will be the following: 

" Prof. R. Koch, the discoverer of the 
bacilli of tuberculosis and cholera, 
well as tuberculino. 

" Virchow, the ' father of pathology,' 
who has been at work along this line lor 
about 55 years. 

Dr. Carraequilla, of Bogota, Colom 
bia, the discoverer of the serum against 
leprosy. It is claimed that cures have 
been effected by this serum. In Bogota 
there are now 30,000 lepers, whereas 40 
years ago there were only 400. 

" Dr. Roj-ia was recently sent by the 
republic of Costa Rica to Bogota to in- 
vestigate the cure. When he returned 
home he immediately clamored for a 
hospital and, obtaining it, began to treat 
leprosy patients with the serum on a 
very large scale. He must have found 
something worth the while to try, else 
he would not have asked for a hospital. 

" Dr. E. Arning, well known in Hon- 
olulu, and once a resident of that place. 

" After the congress at Berlin, I shall 
go to Bogota to study into the efficacy 
of the serum, and I shall remain there 
until I have obtained all the informa- 
tion possible about the cure. I hope, 
then, to return, bringing glad tidings to 
many poor unfortunates."
